THE RECORD OF THE LIBERAL 
PARTV. 



The general munioipal bill iotiotluood into 
lh« Houso jeitorday eompletei the programmo 
ol tbe liberal party in the Assembly. Tho 
public bavo now beforo them tho measures 
with which this party hare identified them- 
solreB. From the beginning to the end there 
have boon but two objects in Tiew — to hate 
tho government carried on at tho lowest 
possible, cost, and in accordance with tho 
popular wish. With the first of Ihcse two 
Bcbemcs . our readers aro protty familiar- 
Ralrenohmcnt was inaugurated and carried 
out by the liberal members against all and 
overy opposition — oflicos were abolished, 
Balaries reduced, and general espouses cul 
down to nr. amount running between 800,000 
and 870,000. While this reduction was made 
public works were largely incroasod. Tho 
Executive's iusigniGoant 54,500 for roads was 
raised to $45,000, and a steam subsidy, giving 
tie steady communication with San Francisco, 
was grantod. The party, in order to carry 
out their schome of economy, found it neces- 
sary to call into action that power of the 
Lower Ilousa which had heretofore lain 
dormant — the ri|*ht to initiato money 
voton. In the scheme of retrenchment 
as well as in this latter position the 
liberal members havo been sustainnd 
by the entire population — in fact tho 
only opposition was to bo found coming 
through the very feeble tin-whistle of our 
rncrniog contemporary, A fsw of tho re- 
duced officials and Government parasites as- 
sayed a litllo blast, but their efforts sounded 
more like tho last notes ol porkine agony, 
than the forcible expression of men who 
felt thotnselvcs in the right, and tho public 
only laughed contemptuously at both l!:e 
paper and its unfortunate adherents. II 
we come to the legislation we shall find tbe 
measures of the party no less popular nnd 
no less necessary. ■ The country has been 
day by day suffering more than we oun well 
describe through the pernicious law of im- 
prisonment for debt, nnd the want of a 
Homestead Aot, and almost the first thing 
tho Liberal party did was to introduce a bill 
for the abolition of tho first, nnd a measure 
to secure to tho inhabitants tho benefit of 
Ibe second. The mechanics wanted aomo pro- 
tection for their labor, and a Mechanics' Lien 
bill was drawn up and carried through. To 
give an untrammeled expression to popular 
opinion a liberal Franchise Act was brought 
forward, and to give to Comox and Oowicban 
— our two principal agricultural districts— 
representation in tho House of Assembly, a 
bill was also introduced. These, and a 
host of olhor measures almost equally 
necessary were carried through lha Assembly 
and sent to the Upper House. If we come to 
the Ways nnd Means, we shall find accept-, 
able reductions rnado, and equally agreeable 
imposts levied. Wo shall find the obnoxious 
Real Estate Tax repealed and in its stead 
a system of munioipal government es- 
tablished that, while making roal estate 
contribute to the general improvement of the 
oountry, by the expenditure of its taxation 
on public works nnd on maintaining " peace 
order and good government" in tho various 
districts, will do away wilh tho present ger< 
ruinator of endless litigation and train up tho 
inhabitants to a knowledge of self govern- 
ment- The Salary Tax has been abolished, 
because, while raising but 82500, it has crea- 
ted a very great deal of discontent among 
artisans and others. The half yeurly license 
and the couutry liquor licenses have been 
reduced; the farming interest has been fur- 
ther stimulated by an impost on hay and the 
lumberers have had an additional encourage- 
nent afforded, by a duty on lumber; while, 
however, the industries of tho country havo 
been generally fostered, no interference has 
taken place in tho commerce of the colony: 

Such is tho lecord of llio Liberal party in 
the House, and it is one which for the first 
timo in Vancouver Island l.islory has met 
with almost llio unanimous support of tbe in- 
habitants: When wo come to the record of 
their opponents, what is thero to be seen 1 
Nothing 1 absolutely nothing! Id vain we 
look for their bills, in vain oven for their 
nttemptod legislation— everything is a blank. 
On the shoulders of a few men has devolved 
tho wliolo of the initiatory work of the ses- 
sion. Wo do not say this boastfully — we merely 
state n fnet. The opposition intlio House have 
not only done nothing, comparatively speaking, 
tliemsclTcs, but they have retaided and 
thwarted in many instances tho host measures 
that have been Introduced, Tho issues, how- 
ever, nre now romovod to another sphere. It 
is not a struggle botween tho members of the 
Lower Houso — it is whether the Legislative 
Counoil are to prove tho incubus of lost yo.ir 
— wlmthcr tho demands of tho puoplu aro to 
be met by tho sonselcs giboa of n few silly 
officials— aged ns well os youthful— whether 
the practical oxperionco of tho people and 
their ropresontatives are to be thrown aside 
by quibbling ninnies— whether, in fact, tae 
prosperity of tho country is to be jeopardized 
in this yenr of 18Cfi, when everything looks 
hopoful, by a number of people who have 
been pitchforked on the public of Vancouver 
Island, and who havo fastened liko locchts to 
its Treasury. Whatever n fow renegades in 
tho Assembly may soy or do, or a few object 
scribblers liko thoso of tho Chronicle Writs, 
tho people uru of but one mind, and the 
Upper House may, before many months, feel 
the unpleasant effects of that unity in n 
manner they little wot of.

Tho Bteamor Entorpriso arrived yoslerday 
from New Westminster with 35 passengers 
and a Cariboo Express. AmoagJho pasaen- 
gaiB was Mr. Ormanby, Express Mejsonger 
of Ike Bank of British Colombia, direct 
from Williams Creek, Cariboo, whoso news 
is contained in tho following supplied to the 
British Columbian : 

LATER FROM CARIBOO 
$75,000 in Treasure. 

Tho steamors Lillooet and Onward arrived 
from Yale on Monday, the latter bringing a 
Cariboo Express, with dates to tho 16th in- 
stant, and Mr. Ormnnby, messerigT of tho 
Bank of British Colombia, with 875,000 of 
treasure bolongiug to that institution Tho 
news from ibe diggiugs is not of a startling 
character, although highly encouraging. The 
weather was favorable and work had been 
resumed in many cfalms. Several claims 
had boen worked above rtichfield during tho 
winter, most of them paying $10 a day to 
the hand. 

The tunnels in Conklin's Gulah have been 
run into the hill a considerable distanoo, 
and in some of them good pay has been 
struok in tho gravel. In tho Australian 
Claim, oppoaitc this gulch, tiro days' work 
produced 103 ounces. They washed the 
week before the express lei L 300 ounces. 
In Ihe Cameron Claim they were working 
with rockers, and making $10 a day lo tha 
hand, some of them as much as $15, exclu- 
sive of tw2i.ty-fiv«i per cent paid into the 
treasury of Iho company. 
Tho Prince of Wales is paying over wages. 
The Union Quartz Company, in Conklin's 
Guloh w«ra sinking a shaft. 

A good deal of prospecting has been dono 
in the bills during the winter. 

Duncan McMartin and a company of 1G 
have been driving a tunnul on tho other side 
of tho hill from the creek towards Richfield. 

Johnny Bryant and a company of 15 bad 
run a tunnel from noar the bead of Conklin's 
Gulch in the same direction. 

The Aurora Company are running a 
tunnel. 

A tunnel has been run into the hill on the 
west Bide, near the old Diller claim, and the 
men say that from proBpcctB obtained it will 
pay woll. 

The San Fianoisco Company on the oppo- 
site side of tho creek, hare commenced to 
put a shaft down. 

Tho Bed Rock Flume Company havo got 
through a great deal of work this winter, 
and it is expected that the Bed Rock Drain 
will be completed as far up as Barkervillt 
by the ond of June. 

The vVake-up-Jake Company nro Binking 
a shaft at the uppor ond of their ground. 

Tho Moflatt Company were to bo at work 
in a day or two. 

The New Pork Company woro working, 
and taking out a little gold. 

The Surprise Compauy, below the Morn- 
ing Star, had put if) a tunnol over 300 feet. 

The Black Douglas Company (Marysviile) 
had been working all winter driving into the 
hill. 

It is believed these bills will be well pros- 
pected this season. 

The Camoron and the Dead Broke Com- 
panies were cleaning out thoir sluice boxes 
and would commence washing on tho 16th 

The marksl prices .had undergone littlo 
change. It is estimated that steady em- 
ployment will bo found on Williams Creek, 
tbisBeason, for from 800 lo 1000 more men 
than are there at prssent, snd it appears to 
be tho prevailing opinion that these mines 
will yield much mom gold this yoar than 
they did last. 

The Beading Room has boan wall patron* 
izod during tho winter, aod has been very 
comfortable, wbilo the debateB have beon well 
attended and listened to with much interest. 
The Caribooitc, a manuscript weekly paper, 
under the able management of tlio enter- 
prising proprietors, Messrs. McLaren Jk 
Anderson, has given great satisfaction, and 
alfoided considerable amusement. 

Mr. Lang, manager of tho Bank of Brit- 
ish Columbia, had reached the creek in 
safety, and had enjoyed a pleasant trip. Mr. 
Evans, ol tho firm of Evans At Brothers, bad 
also arrived. Tho travelling is described as 
e^collont, there being good sleighing as far 
down as the Junction. 

It is understood tljnt tho Bank of British 
North America has. about S70.OQ0 in treas- 
ure in its vaults on Williams Creek. 

LATER P ROM U IXOOET, 

Gront Flro— Important from Bridgo 
Rlyot. 

Dr. Foathorstono arrived from Lillooot on 
Monday, having left that town on the 22d. 
The doctor is the boarer ol tho unwelcomo 
news that a fire broke out in Lillooet, con- 
sqmit'g a number of buildings. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Elliott has tejciyod a letter 
from Chnroh & Co., of Gun Crsok, in the 
new Bridgo River Mining District, being 
about sixty miles from Lillooet. In this letter 
it is stated that thay havo prospeoled a tfood 
deal during tho winter, and had found a largo 
breadth of ground which will pay from $12 
to 815 a day to tho hand with sluices, or $5 
to $G with rockers, and that the ground pays 
from the surface. 

Wo also Iparn from ft prirslo letter that a 
party of three— -Joo Waksfjeld, Bill Clark 
and Harvy — men \tI>o hud been working on 
the Cayoouh Bridge, and who are thoroughly 
reliable, went out to thoso mines a short time 
ago, and, notwithstanding the snow, managed 
to prospeot lo souio extent. Theso men had 
returned to Lillooot and roport plouty of 
Rround whioli they think will pay from 88 to 
310 a day. They panned cut SI 1 io a very 
short time, but thoir provisions gavo out and 
they aamo back. His tho intention of this 
party to rolurn to those diggings in fivo or six 
weeks. 

Every ono at Lillooot appears to bo confi- 
dent that, as to breadth of. ground and cer- 
tainty ol yield from tho first spadeful of dirt 
to Iho bedrock, those mines will rank Bocond 
to none in British Columbia. 

There aro 100 Chinamen at work on Bridge 
river, iO miles from Lillooet, constructing a 
wingdam. Several companies of white men 
aro also nt work noar tho samo placo. 

Travelling between Lillooot and this city 
is now oxoellent, Mr. Dowduey was met at 
Beaton lake on his way to Lillooet to survey 
the now truil to tho Bridge river minos.

Dr. Trimble Baid tho hon. member left for 
England when the House was not iu session 
and tho snme courtesy should be shown lo 
i him as to olher members who had had six 
months' loavo of absence. 

Tho Speaker read the act and thought tho 
interpretation doubtful. 

Mr. DeCosmos also referred to the act 
which declares that tho soat of nny member 
absenting himself for three months during 
Ihe session of the House shall ipso facto va- 
cate 

Mr. M'Cluro said tho sett was tpio facto 
void by law und he wns surprised at hon. 
members raising any opposition to Ihe obser- 
vance of tho rules that guided the House. 
There could be no question about the mat- 
tor. 

Dr. Trimble Baid he only asked that tho 
same privilege be cxtonded to one member 
as another absent member (Mr. Southgato.) 

'Ihe Speulter snid ho could not put the 
motion as thero was a conflict between two 
acts which must first bo determined. The 
original act spoke of ubsuuco during Iho ses- 
sion und tLe second act of absence for threo 
months during cession. 

.Mr. DeCosmos contended that the course 
of tho Houso was clear under Iho act. Tho 
second act by its preamble amended the 
original representation act and plainly de- 
fined lhat three months' at any time wbilo 
the Houso was in session rendered iho seat 
vacant and authorised a new writ. 

Dr. Ash quoted the lillo of the act which 
was to amend tho representation act and its 
provisions must therefore in so far as it 
amended that act take procecieuce. Ho 
thereloro supported tho motion. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Dr. Dickson 6aid ho failed to soe the con- 
flict himself. It was clear by the net first, 
that if a member was nbsent without Icavo 
during a whole session his seat was vacant, 
secondly, if absent for three months while the 
House was iu session without loavo a now 
writ should issue. 

Dr. Trimble paid that whon Mr. Franklin 
left he asked him [Dr. T.| to make an appli- 
cation for six months' loavo, another member 
promised to support it. Not behoving that 
thero vrns any intontion to interfere with tho 
seat he bad neglected when the Houso sat to 
make tho application. 

Mr. M'Clure said ho could not understand 
tho opposition to this motion. If Mr. Frnnk- 
lin were present and applied for tho privilege 
of retaining hie seat the matter would stand 
in a very different position ; but that gentle- 
man was not only nut presont but no hon. 
mombor could ssy when he would be. In the 
meantime Victoria was left without its pro- 
per complement of members and an injustice 
was done to tho constituents. 

Dr. Trimble asked how application for 
leave could be mado whon the Houso was 
not in t-B«sion ? 

Mr. DeCosmoa knew of no rulo lhat allowed 
an honoiablo membor to ask for leavo by 
proxy. 

Dr Ash called the Speaker's attention to 
tho fact that the ono act applied to absence 
from tho colony, nnd iho other to absence 
from tho House. 

The Speaker 6till maintained that he could 
not put tho motion while thero was any 
doubt. 

Dr. Trimble said he begged to call atten- 
tion to another absent member. What was 
sauce for the gooso was sauce for the gander, 
and he would make a similar motion. 

Soveral members — Of o u ».o U tint's only 
right and proper. 

The Speaker said the cases were different, 
rie would look at both at the samo time. If 
notica had boen given ho would bo better 
prepared lo give his opinion. 

Mr. M'Clqro asked by what authority the 
hon. Speaker rofuaed to put the motion. 
Could he point out bo extraordinary a oourso 
in " May f" 

Tho Speaker said lhat while he himsoll 
had a doubt of Iho legality ho could not as- 
sume the responsibility of putting it. 

Mr. M'Clure said the Houso and not tbo 
Speaker was responsible. 

The Epeakor said that was all very fine, 
but ha was still responsible. 

Dr. Ash seconded the motion of Ihe hon. 
mombor for Victoria Distriot lhat tho seat 
of tho hoq. mombor for Esquimult be de- 
clared vacant. 

The Speaker would not put tho motion and 
tho subject dropped- 

MUNICIPAL 1ILL. 

Mr. M'Cluro moved tho first reading of a 
Municipal Bill giving elootoral distriots in 
the Island, including Comox and Oowieh&o, 
certain municipal powers, whioh ho staled in 
• uhalaiico as follows : Eaoh district was to 
havo a Council of fivo resident landholders, 
appointed by the Governor, or, on petition of 
a majority of tho inhabitants to the Governor, 
elected. The chairman of the Council to be 
ex of/icio a justico ol Iho peace, with power 
to swear in ono or more special constables 
for maintaining order and supporting the law. 
Tho Council to havo power to assess real 
of'.ato, exclusivo of buildings and improve- 
ments, at a rate not exceeding ono per cunt, 
on tno Government Assessment Roll of 1SG4, 
or whuro po assessment had bcou previously 
made, ono per cont. au tho inaiUat value — 
Buch revenue to bo expended exclusively in 
tho district in which the money is raised 
on roads and bridges, and lor general 
municipal purposos. Tho Road Act to bo 
repealed. 

Dr. Trimble thought that although tho bill 
might contain some vory good provisions, he 
did not consider it advisable lo pass such a 
bill without coubulting tho people whether 
(hey required bucIi olaboruto machinery. 

Mr. McCluro buid t'no hon. gentleman did 
not uuderstund the bill. Its objeot was to do 
away with tho present oltiborato machinery 
of tho Road Act and form a substitute for 
tho Real Estato Act- 
Tho bill passed tho first reading. 

REAL EHTATE RETURNS. 



On motion of Mr. Cochrane, a comraillce 
was appointed to wait on tho Colonial Secre- 
tary and rcquost that tha returns nsked for 
by tho Houso be printed in tho nest Oa- 
setli.

" police foroo'' bo erased from clauso t, which 
provided that tho polioo and fire departments 
should bo maintained out of tho muuicipal 
funds. 

A longthy dobnto onsuod, Mobbts. Holmok- 
on and Trimble defending tho motion, and 
Messrs. DoOosmos, Powell and McOl/uo op- 
posing it. 

On a division tho motion was carried. 
Ayns — Ash, Trimble, Holincken, Cooh- 
ro.no , Carswell.

After somo wrangling as to whether clauso 
8 had been rooommitted or not,

A further dtibato ol some length was cai- 
riod on by Iho samo hon. mombars, nnd after 
a Ural motion to riso had been nogativod, n 
second was put by oonsent and oarried, and 
tho Houso adjourned uutil Saturday. 



NANAIMO. 

The Prosident announood tho recoipt of n 
communication from tho Lower Houso on- 
closing a bill for ihe incorporation of Ihe 
town of Nunaimo, nnd upon tho motion of 
tht Colonial Secretary it waa formally read a 
first timo. 

the volunteers. 
Tho Hon. Cfdonial Scorotary, in purBuanoa 
of notice, obtained leave to introduce n bill 
for legalizing the establishment of a Volun- 
teer Corps in Vancouver Island, and in 
moving the first reading observed lhat the 
force at present in existenco did not possojs 
any properly coiihtituted footing. In other 
eouutrioB enastmonts had been patsed grant- 
ing such military bodioH a legal status, and 
although it was truo that they had been re- 
cognizod by tho Legislature here, as demon- 
strated by certain sums of money having beer, 
voted them, it was furthermore desirable 
that a constitutional measure should bo 
fraaed authorising tho organization. Tho Hon. 
Attornoy. General seconded the molion. The 
Chief Justice was anxious that no misunder- 
standing ahould go abroad as to Ihe legality 
of iho corps now in oxiBfnnco. It wus per- 
fectly legal in every respect, nud it was in- 
dispensable to tho welfare of the community 
that such a movomcnt pliould be fostered. It 
was of tho utmost importaneo In alford so 
valuable a body of men every lucility for the 
ombodimont of their patriotic sentiments, and 
in order to do bo it was dosiiablo lo endow 
tho membeis with legitimate powers for free 
operation. In Groat Britain ihoro woro 
170,000 volunteers representing evory branch 
nf the Service, and tho admirable discipline 
of the troops wus a subject of national pride. 
After alluding to tho origin r.f the movement 
in tho reign of George III. ho said ho was 
induced to mako thoso remarks to prevent 
any misapprehension. The Colonial Secre- 
tary explained that in England there wus a 
special enaotmeut for this purpose, and the 
only motive which actuated him in tho intro- 
duction of the measure was to not in con- 
formity with constitutional precedent. Hon. 
Donald Fraser was glad to hear tho opinions 
expressed by Iho Chief Justice, and he had 
no doubt the bill would receive nmplo con- 
sideration from tho Council. The bill then 
passed tho first reading. 

THIS FRANCHISE ACT. 

The Council then rejolvod itself into a 
Committee of tho Whole, tho Hon. Henry 
Rhodes in tho chair, nnd resumed the con< 
sidoratiou oT tho Franchiso Bill. 

The Hon. Donald Eraser then submitted 
Iho amendment to clause 8 proposed by the 
Colonial Secretary, whioh ho stated he should 
have much pleasure in supporting. 

Alter inserting the requisite interpolations 
tho alteration reiid na follows : 

Absence from the colony for ono month 
during the session of the Houso without 
leavo of the Houso for lhat purpose obtained 
In ceasing to bo possessed of a registered 
proporly qualification as aforesaid ol §1500, 
or the incumbrance of the property in respect 
of which such qualification is held to such 
an extent as shall at any time reduce the 
residue of such property bolow tho market 
valoe of $1500, or the accepting or obtaining 
of auy appointment or contract from or under 
tho Government, or becoming clt-qualifioil 
by reason of any of tho disqualifications in 
this Act mentioned, shall ijjso Jactu deter- 
mine the membership of the member bo 
absent or censing to possaes his property 
qualification or incumbering Iho samo, or 
accopling or obtaining any appointment or 
contract, or becoming disqualified as aforesaid, 
and the Speaker shall cause a new writ for 
tho Electoral District which such member 
reprosenled to bo immediutely issued for tho 
return of a now member in place of sueh 
late membor. 

Tho amondment was carried nem. con. 
Wilh reference to the clauso insisting upon 
evory voter taking cerlain prescribed oatlm 
involving the question of allegiance, which 
had bceu expunged by tho L'jwor llouse. Iho 
Colonial Socretary moved the restoration ol 
them. lie stated that ho was as liberal ns 
most people, but ho wished to see tha prin- 
ciple of loyally clearly t>et forth. In the 
oouree of his f Tperict. a ho La.l soeu men in 
this colony coma to the poll, and when those 
oaths wero put to them they shrank from the 
responsibility and wont away without voting. 
It waa expedient lo apply this tost of 
nationality. 

Tho Ch. -jf Justice at some length dilated 
upon the practice pursued in England. From 
tha excitement which prevailed nt election 
times it was found desirable to leave merely 
the fact of identity to be decided ut the poll 
ing bootln. Any other disputed point was 
adjusted by tho revising barrister. However, 
it was for the Council to determine whether 
there wero any cxcep'ionul oircutnstances in 
this island to jastify a departure from euch 
rules, 

Hon. Donald Fraser said that his Lordship 
had anticipated his views. Every precaution 
should be udopled to avoid giving tho He- 
turning Ollioor unnecessary trouble, liius 
reducing the probability ol confusion. 

A protracted discussion arose upon the ro- 
maining clauses of the hill, in which the 
Colonial Secretary broached the idea that 
ihoro were grave doubts as lo the legal ox- 
iste.nco of the present House of Assembly. 
Tho previous House had expired by the 
efluxion of lime in March, 18G3. The period 
was obviously stipulated in tho Act of 
1850. Some of the mcmbora 000 tended that 
tho power to call ihe Assembly together was 
included in tho commission ol His Excellency 
Governor Konnody. 

Tho Chief Justico said that we had really 
no written constitution lo guide us, wo rested 
chiefly upon assumption, but practically the 
constitution was reoognued by custom. 

Hon. Donald Fraser was of opinion lhat it 
was the best system of Colonial government 
that could be devised, us much litigation and 
difficulty was thus avoided. 

A desultory puuverbalion lhan followed, in 
tho course ol which the Chief Justico paid 
vory emphatically "I have no interest to 
serve iu this country, but as far as I can 
judga I cannot lialp thinking that if the 
colony could only obliterate nil that has buun 
dono within tho lust eighteen months a 
golden horizon would be disccrnod in the 
f uturo," 

Al'ior Borne trifling alterations the remain- 
ing olauses wero cnrriod, with the exception 
of 9 and 11, which will bu recommitted. 

Tho Council then adjourned until Wed- 
aosdsy next at 2 o'clock.
